of the congressional committee, was 
the busiest man in town. There bad 
been no meeting of tbe committee, all 
arrangements for tbe convention hav- 
ing been conducted by correspond- 
ence. No committee bad been ar- 
ranged, and there was notning to do 
bat wait until the other counties sent 
in their delegations later in the day- 
J The arrangements for the conven- 
tion provided Tor but" one session, be- 
ginning as coon as possible after the 
Democrats arrived.

Nothing was known regarding the 
organization, tbe idea being advanced 
that since tbe convention would be a 
quiet affair and tbe matter could 
easily be arranged later in tbe day.

He went deeply into the 
franchise section, and said that in his 
opinion public grants should be for 
an unlimited term with the munici- 
pality holding the right of revision at 
stated periods.
